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INTRODUCTION 


The variety of Franklin Mint collectibles was significantly expanded 
in 1978. By far the largest increase has been in porcelain collectibles 
~ collector's plates and sculpture and figurines, and in personal 
jewelry — pendants, charms, etc Other significant areas are books, 
bronze sculpture, prints, lithographs and silver etchings. All of these 
areas now command completely separate sections In this Guidebook 
The Coin-of-the-Realm section has been expanded to allow for 
additional photographs, and more detailed mintage information 
regarding circulation, brilliant uncirculated and proof specimens. 
Additional Products has been separated into a number of sections to 
more easily identify specific areas of collector interest. 

The Canadian Collectibles section has been carefully checked and 
expanded. A new section on Mexican Collectibles has been added to 
include those issues produced exclusively for collectors in Mexico. It 
is our intention to add one new section each year which will include 
issues from each of our affiliates. 

Market values have been updated, and reflect actual sale prices as 
supplied by our contributors, and offer prices that are advertised in 
collector publications. Generally speaking, this Guidebook includes 
market values for all complete sets which have been complete for at 
least 12 months. The low/high price range, started two years ago, is 


continued in this issue. The current market value may be any price 
between these two values 

The serious collector does not have the slightest intention of ever 
parting with his collection — in fact, he probably intends to hand it 
down to his children. For those with an eye to the future, the current 
market value of a collection is not very meaningful. After all, any art 
historian will testify that the current value of a work, especially of a 
recent work, does not have anything to do with its artistic, historical, 
or long term value. The history of painting and sculpture are replete 
with examples of artists who died in poverty, and whose works are 
now well beyond the average collector. Great art collections were not 
built with an eye to the investment potential of an artist or work, but 
because the collector enjoyed the acquisition. As an extension of 
one’s personality — a piece of sculpture, a lithograph, a wall plaque, 
or in fact an item of personal jewelry — makes the purchaser a more 
interesting individual. 

The editor solicits cards and letters from readers concerning 
actual sales transactions, so that they can be used as a guide to 
market values in the next edition of The Guidebook of Franklin Mint 
Issues, to be issued in 1980. 





THE FRANKLIN MINT 


The Franklin Mint, whose principal minting facilities are 
located at Franklin Center, Pa., is the world’s largest private 
mint, and the only private mint in the United States 
authorized to strike monetary coins for the foreign 
governments. 

Founded in 1965, The Franklin Mint began international 
expansion in 1969. The parent company, Franklin Mint 
Corporation, now owns and operates affiliates and sub- 
sidiaries in 16 foreign countries: Franklin Mint Pty., Mel- 
bourne, Australia; Le Medaillier Franklin, S.A., Brussels, 
Belgium; Franklin Mint Brazil; The Franklin Mint Canada, 
Ltd., Rexdale, Ontario; Franklin Mint A/S, Copenhagen, 
Denmark; Franklin Mint Ltd., London, England; Le Medaillier, 
S.A., Paris, France; Franklin Mint GmbH, Munich, West 
Germany; Franklin Mint Ltd., Hong Kong; Franklin Mint 
Italiana, SpA, Rome, Italy; Franklin Mint Co., Ltd., Tokyo, 
Japan; Franklin Mint de Mexico, Mexico City, Mexico; Franklin 
Mint Nederland BV, Amsterdam, the Netherlands; Franklin 
Mint Ltd., New Zealand; Franklin Mint AB, Stockholm, 
Sweden and Franklin Mint AG, Switzerland.

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America Committee, the International Geographical Union, 
the Freedoms Foundation of Valley Forge, La Scala Theatricai 
Museum of Milan, Italy, Independence Hall Association, the 
Presidential Inaugural Committee, the United Nations and 
the White House Historical Association. 

Franklin Mint issues have a wide appeal! for their beauty, 
quality and artistic, historical and educational value, with 
particular emphasis on cultural and art issues. The wide 
range of collectibles have included coins, medals, ingots, 
collector's plates in silver, crystal, and porcelain, spoons, 
silver, crystal, bronze and pewter sculptures, deluxe leather- 
bound books, crystal cameos, fine art prints, and etchings, 
medallic and philatelic first day covers and fine furniture.

THE EDITOR 


Chester L. Krause: 

Distinguished numismatic publisher and editor. Chester 
Krause pioneered the publication of a newspaper in the 
numismatic field when he introduced Numismatic News as a 
monthly tabloid in 1952. The hobby'’s first-ever newspaper is 
now a weekly enjoying a circulation of over 42,000. A world 
traveler in search of news and features in the numismatic 
field, he has visited most important numismatic countries in 
Europe, Asia, Latin & South America in the past 15 years. 
Generally recognized as a top authority in the coin and paper 
money fields, he is well known in the nation’s capital, where 
his influence and reputation in government circles have 
benefited the hobby through the adoption of more practical 
governmental policies. He was influential in the 1968 restora- 
tion of mintmarks to United States coins, and in the 1973 and 
1974 relaxation and ending of gold import restrictions. 

Mr. Krause has continued his pioneering efforts in other 
publishing ventures. He began COINS magazine (monthly 
circulation 95,000) in 1961; Coin Prices in 1967; Old Cars in 
1971; World Coin News in 1974 — all healthy and growing. 
He introduced and coedited a number of standard numis- 
matic reference books, including Standard Catalog of World 
Coins in 1972; Guidebook of Franklin Mint Issues in 1974 and 
Standard Catalog of World Paper Money, in 1975. He also 
publishes other books and periodicals on a variety of hobby 
subjects. 


KRAUSE PUBLICATIONS 

Krause Publications is a corporation whose inception dates 
to the October 1952 inauguration of Numismatic News. 
Through the years its operations broadened in scope to the 
point that it is now an organization of more than 70 people 
producing five periodicals and four major catalogs for coin 
collectors, plus three periodicals for old car enthusiasts, serv- 
ing over 400,000 hobbyists. 


NUMISMATIC NEWS 

The cornerstone of Krause Publications, Numismatic News 
was first released as a monthly tabloid format newspaper 
under the date Oct. 13, 1952. It was primarily a shoppers 
guide type publication in the beginning. It has been a weekly 
since January 1969, and is aimed at serving the broad 
interest of the U.S. coin collecting fraternity. Its present 
circulation is over 42,000, and is priced at $11.50 per year. 


WORLD COIN NEWS 

The newest Krause Publications periodical, World Coin 
News was launched as a quarterly tabloid newspaper in 
February 1974. It has been published on a weekly frequency 
since May 1976. World Coin News is a specialized publication 
which appeals to collectors of world coins. It enjoys a current 
weekly circulation of approximately 12,000. Subscription 
price:$11.50peryear. 


OLD CARS 

Entry into a new, non-numismatic publishing field was 
gained with the publication of the first issue of this tabloid 
newspaper, Old Cars, in September 1971. Identified through- 
out the country as the news and marketplace for the old car 
hobby, Old Cars was launched as a monthly, switched to a 
twice monthly frequency in July 1973, upgraded to an every 
other week schedule in January 1975 and became a weekly in 
February 1978. Old Cars circulation is now over 90,000. 
Subscription price:$13.50 per year. 


COINS MAGAZINE 

Coins has been a member of the Krause coin periodical 
family since October 1961. Published monthly, it has been 
appearing under the Coins label since January 1972. 
Designed as a general interest feature magazine, Coins’ 
primary circulation has always been on the nation’s news- 
stands. The monthly newsstand distribution is 70,000. Over 
25,000 additional copies are distributed to regular 
subscribers and, secondarily, through coin shop sales. 
Subscription price: $9.00 per year. 


COIN PRICES 

Appearing six times a year on an every other month fre- 
quency, Coin Prices is the only standard guide to current 
values for all U.S. coins published in magazine form. First 
released in the fall of 1967 and initially published as a 
quarterly, it has been appearing every other month since July 
1969. The current per issue distribution includes nearly 
90,000 copies on newsstands, more than 14,000 to sub- 
scribers and nearly 6,000 sales through coin shops. Subscrip- 
tion price: $5.00 per year. 


STANDARD CATALOG OF WORLD COINS 

Currently in its fifth edition, which was released in 1978, 
this work has been dubbed the ‘‘telephone book”’ of coin 
collecting. It chronicles the date by date histories of the 
coinages of more than 1,245 coin issuing countries, states, 
provinces, and cities, with coverage beginning at 1790. A 
1760 page volume, it features over 33,000 photographs and 
69,000 coins listed by date, complete with valuations in 
several grades of preservation. Compiled internally, with the 
assistance of more than 250 outside contributors, it is priced 
at $23.50. 


STANDARD CATALOG OF WORLD PAPER MONEY 

Companion volume to the Standard Catalog of World Coins, 
this work provides similar coverage of world paper money 
issues from 1850 to the present. Another massive volume, it 
numbers 704 pages, featuring over 5,000 original photo- 
graphs and 20,000 note listings complete with valuations. 
Authored by Albert Pick of Munich, West Germany, this book 
represents a cooperative publishing venture with Battenberg 
Verlag of Munich. The present edition was published in 1977. 
Priced at $17.50. 


STANDARD GUIDE TO U.S. COIN AND PAPER MONEY 
VALUATIONS 

This pocketbook was first unveiled in 1976 as a product for 
distribution on the nation’s newsstands. Presenting both 
retail and wholesale coin valuations, the 196 page handbook 
provides all the essential information required to intelligently 
buy or sell U.S. coins and paper money. It is aimed primarily 
at fulfilling the needs of beginning, novice and occasional 
collectors, providing reliable side by side price information. 
Available at $1.50 per issue. 


OTHER BOOKS AND PERIODICALS 

From time to time over the past 17 years the Krause family 
has included several other periodicals and several dozen 
book titles. Recent releases include The Standard Catalog of 
Mexican Coins, Paper Money and Medals and Best of Old 
Cars. KP also publishes The Old Cars Price Guide, Car 
Exchange, Bank Note Reporter and Coins Questions and 
Answers. 


HOW TO USE THIS CATALOG 

Each guidebook listing provides users with complete data 
on size, composition, finish, year of issue, edition, issue price 
and the market values at the time of publication. 

Listings are designed to provide all essential information on 
each issue in one place and in readily understandable terms. 
In addition, all issues are indexed alphabetically by series or 
category and title. 

Beneath the heading for each specimen or series there is a 
catalog code. These codes, along with the file number, are 
internal references for the publishers use only. 


CONDITION 

Most catalogs of coins and medals give valuation for speci- 
mens in several grades of condition. However, since Franklin 
Mint medallic issues are not generally used as exchange 
media, they are not likely to be found in worn condition. 
Therefore, only the original condition or quality has been 
considered in this guidebook. In a few cases, certain promo- 
tional issues, transportation tokens and gaming tokens which 
did circulate are assigned a lower value than specimens of 
original quality.

EDGEMARKING AND HALLMARKING 

Until 1968, most medals and tokens struck at The Franklin 
Mint had either plain or reeded edges. Commemorative 
society issues, certain series and individual specimens struck 
in limited edition, also included serial numbers. The first 
edition of The Franklin Mint Version of The Thomason 
Medallic Bible, issued during 1967-69, was also edge 
lettered with the title of the series, the metal content and the 
quality. Most gaming tokens struck by the Franklin Mint 
during 1965-69 used distinctive edge patterns of alternating 
blank and reeded segments. 

On January 15, 1968 The Franklin Mint began hallmarking 
its proof quality medals. This method of attesting quality and 
integrity originated in 14th century England, when the 
London Guild of Goldsmiths first tested and marked objects 
made of precious metals as an assurance of their purity. The 
basic style of hallmark used on proof quality Franklin Mint 
medals struck in precious metal with a serial number is: 


STERLING [P] 0045 


A proof-like medal with edgemarking can be readily dis- 
tinguished from a proof by the fact that it lacks the [P ] of the 
proof hallmark. 

In 1973, The Franklin Mint edgemarking was further 
refined, so that all markings were uniform. Proof specimens 
of Franklin Mint medals bear a hallmark similar to the 


following: 
STERLING (Cc) [P] 


The elements of this hallmark include the metal content, 
copyright symbol, mintmark, year of issue and [P ] signifying 
proof of status. If a serial number is included, it is separated 
from the remainder of the hallmark by a blank space. In some 
instances, the title of the series or other identification may 
also appear on the edge. The material mark will vary, of 
course, depending upon the metal content. Some medals and 
ingots may also include the weight in grains. 
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Proof-like and mint quality medals usually bear edge- 
markings but lack the found on the hallmark proof 
edition. Coin of the Realm does not bear edge-markings but 
has plain or reeded edges normal to these specimens.

This section includes official monetary coins 


struck by The Franklin) Mint under 
authorization of various foreign 
governments. Coin of the realm issues often 
depict — or commemorate — people, places 
and events from the issuing country’s 
history. Native vegetation and wildlife are 
also frequently portrayed. Generally, proof 
coins are struck for distribution to 
collectors, while non-proof coins are meant 
to circulate within the issuing country. In 
many cases, specimen sets of non-proof 
coins are also made available to collectors. 


Each year since 1970, 9-coin proof sets and 
9-coin uncirculated specimen sets have 
been made available. Since 1971, the $2 
coin has been issued separately to mark 
Flamingo Day. Since 1973, the $10 coin has 
been issued separately to commemorate the 
Bahamas’ independence on July 10, 1973 
and its annual anniversary. The $5 coin has 
also been issued separately. 





A number of design changes have taken 
place on the obverse of the coins. In 1970, 
the portrait of Queen Elizabeth || appeared 
with the inscription ‘Bahamas Islands’’. In 
1971, to denote its commonwealth status, 
the inscription was changed to “Common- 
wealth of the Bahamas Islands’. The 1972 
and 1973 obverse coinage designs were 
identical to 1971. 


The 1974 coinage was the first set of 
coinage issued by the Bahamas as an 
independent sovereign nation. In 
celebration, all 9 of the coins minted for 
circulation were redesigned. The ‘‘year’”’ 
which had appeared on the reverse was 
relocated to the obverse beneath the 
Bahamas coat of arms. The lettering of the 
denomination on the reverses was also 
changed. The coat of arms replaced the 
coinage portrait of the Queen.

The Bahamas became an_ independent 
nation on July 10, 1973. To commemorate 
the event, a sterling silver $10 coin and a 
$50 gold coin was issued. Because of the 
ban on gold ownership then in effect, U.S. 
citizens were not able to buy the gold coin. 
The coin was struck by John Pinches Ltd. of 
London, The Franklin Mint’s British affiliate 
and was sold almost entirely in England, 
Canada and the Bahamas.

In 1974, for the first time in its history, 
Belize (the Central American nation which 
was formerly known as British Honduras) 
issued its all-new national coinage. To honor 
this occasion, a special collector's proof set 
was issued in which each of the 8 coins in 
the set was minted in sterling silver. This 
special collector's proof set has been issued 
each year since 1974. In addition, 8-coin 
proof sets without silver, and 8-coin 
uncirculated specimen sets, without silver, 
have been issued each year since 1974. 
Michael Rizzello, one of the world’s most 
renowned coin sculptors, created the 
portrayals of the tropical birds of Belize 
appearing on the face of each coin. The 
National Coat of Arms appears on the 
obverse of each coin. 


The coins issued after 1974 differ from the 
1974 issues in 2 significant respects: (1) the 
5 post-1974 coins ranging in value from 1¢ 
to 50¢ show the denomination in Arabic 
numerals, rather than in words only, and (2) 
the post-1974 1¢ coin has scalloped edges, 
whereas the 1974 1¢coin was round. 


A $100 gold coin has been issued annually 
since 1975.

The Cook Islands lie approximately 1,600 
miles northeast of New Zealand. Discovered 
200 years ago by Captain James Cook, 
placed under British protection in 1888, and 


_ subsequently affiliated with New Zealand, 
the Islands have been fully self-governing, 


with respect to all internal affairs, since 
1965. 


The mint began producing Cook Islands 
coinage in 1975. The designs appearing on 
the reverse of the coins depict the exotic 
vegetation and wildlife of the Islands. James 
Berry sculptured all of these designs. The 
official coinage portrait of H.M. Queen 
Elizabeth sculptured by Arnold Machin, 
appears on the obverse of each coin. 


In 1975, 7-coin proof, and brilliant 
uncirculated specimen sets were made 
available. The 5-dollar coin was introduced 
in 1976, and since that time, 8-coin proof 
sets have been issued. The 5-dollar coin was 
also made available in a First Day Cover, 
and is listed in the Monetary Covers section 
of this Guidebook. A 25-dollar sterling silver 
coin was first issued in 1977. The 100-dollar 
gold coin was issued from 1975 through 
1977. In 1978, two gold coins were issued in

Legacy of Captain James Cook 


The discovery of Hawaii 200 years ago by 
world explorer Captain James Cook is the 
basis for the issuance of Cook Islands first 
200-dollar gold coin in 1978. 


The reverse portrays Captain Cook wading 
ashore with two sailors, a small boat and his 
sea vessel, the Resolution, pictured in the 
background. The obverse features the 
Arnold Machin bust of Queen Elizabeth II. 
This coin was issued in a Monetary First Day 
cover. 


The 1979 200-dollar coin was created as a 
tribute to Captain Cooks discoveries and 
scientific cataloguing of Pacific flora and 
fauna. The reverse portrays ‘‘Cook’s Petrel’’ 
in flight, seen against a branch of the 
“Cookia Punctata’, a single bloom of 
“Cook's Tea Plant’ and a cluster of 
“Cooktown Orchids”.

The 1975 $100 gold coin was issued to 
commemorate the 200th anniversary of the 
completion of Captain James Cook’s voyage 
of discovery to the Cook Islands in the South 
Pacific. The reverse depicts Captain Cook’s 
ship Resolution along with portraits of 
Captain Cook himself and his monarch, King 
George II! of Great Britain. The 1976 coin 
depicts Benjamin Franklin and Captain 
James Cook and was issued in honor of 
America’s Bicentennial. This is the first gold 
coin ever to bear a portrait of Benjamin 
Franklin. The coin’s design was inspired by 
a wartime drama involving the return of 
Captain Cook's ship, the Resolution, from 
Cook’s final voyage of discovery that 
concluded at the height of the American 
Revolution. Franklin personally guaranteed 
the ship's safe passage, by addressing a 
letter to all American ship commanders. 


The 1977 coin commemorates the 25th 
anniversary of H.M. Queen Elizabeth's 
reign. The design features Her Majesty's 
Royal Cipher. The legend ‘1952-1977 25 
YEARS” appears above the Cipher, and the 
word “JUBILEE” is shown below it. 
Portrayed on either side are blossoms of the 
exotic Hibiscus and Frangipani flowers that 
grow in profusion throughout the Islands.

Cook Islands National Wildlife Conservation 
Day was celebrated on November 15, 1976. 
The Government officially designated this 
day as a national holiday, in honor of the 
establishment of a magnificent wildlife 
sanctuary in the Cook Islands. The 
sanctuary occupies the entire coral island of 
Manuae — a paradise for birds, animals and 
exotic tropical plants and flowers. To honor 
this important occasion the Government of 
the Cook Islands authorized the minting of a 
new denomination 5-dollar coin. The 1976 
coin depicts the Mangaia Kingfisher, while 
the 1977 coin portrays the rare Ativ 
Swiftlet.

Ethiopia is one of the oldest nations in the 
history of the world. It was settled a 
thousand years before the birth of Christ, 
and has been an independent nation for 
some 2,000 years. Ethiopian coinage, too, is 
very old, dating back to the 3rd century A.D 
The ancient coins of this land symbolize its 
beauty and its rich heritage 


In 1977, for the first time in 34 years, the 
coinage of Ethiopia was completely 
redesigned. Each of the 5 monetary coins in 
this new coinage bears a new and different 
design never used before on any Ethiopian 
coinage. The National Bank of Ethiopia 
appointed the mint to strike proofs of the 
new coinage. Each coin bears a detailed 
design representing a Significant element in 
the life of the Ethiopian nation. Each bears a 
legend in Amharic, the language of Ethiopia. 


A lion's head, symbolizing the strength, 
courage and spirit of the Ethiopian people — 
and the date of issue appear on the obverse. 
The date is ‘'1969"’ — 1977 in the Ethiopian 
calendar. The explanation for this date is 
that the Ethiopian calendar has a 13-month 
year, and the Ethiopian people place the 
time of Christ's birth almost 8 years later 
than the Christian calendar.

For two centuries, the legend of Eldorado 
lured brave men, including the 
conquistadors of Spain, the Elizabethan 
privateers and the Dutch, into the interior 
of north- central South America. Many lost 
their lives, but none of them found El 
Dorado, the mythical ‘Golden Man” 
believed to rule over a hidden empire rich 
beyond man's wildest dreams.

The Franklin Mint has struck the official 
monetary coinage of Jamaica since 1970. In 
1970, 6-coin sets (1 cent through 1 dollar) in 
proof and uncirculated specimens were 
made available. The 5-dollar coin was 
introduced in 1971, and 6-coin (without 5- 
dollar coin) & 7-coin sets in proof and 
circulated specimens were made available 
from 1971-1973. In 1974, the 10-dollar 
commemorative coin was introduced and 8- 
coin sets in proof and _ uncirculated 
specimens were made available in 1974 and 
1975. Individual sterling silver proofs of the 
10-dollar coin have been made available 
each year since 1974. 


The reverse designs on the 1 cent to 1 dollar 
coins have not changed from 1970-1975. 
The 5-dollar coin, introduced in 1971, 
carried a full-face portrait of Norman W. 
Manley, Jamaica's first premier. This was 
redesigned to a profile portrait in 1972, and 
remains the same throught the present day. 
The Sir Henry Morgan 10-dollar coin in 1974 
was the first in the ‘Heroes of the Sea” 
series of annual 10-dollar coins. A new 50- 
cent coin was introduced in 1976, and a 
commemorative 20-cent coin in 1977. 


The reverse designs on the l-cent to 25- 
cent coins, sculptured by Christopher 
Ironside depict the flora and fauna of 
Jamaica. Paul Vincze sculptured the design 
on the 1-dollar coin featuring Sir Alexander 
Bustamante, Jamaica's First Prime 
Minister. The Jamaican Coat of Arms which 
appears on the obverse of each coin, was 
sculptured by Philip Nathan.

Jordan is one of the oldest and most historic 
countries in the world.

On July 26, 1977, Liberian Independence 
Day, the people of the Republic of Liberia 
celebrated the 130th anniversary of the 
birth of their nation: the first and oldest 
independent republic on the continent of 
Africa. It is the only African nation to be 
founded with the aid of the US 
Government and settled by Africans of 
American birth 


The particular anniversary is of special 
significance to the citizens of Liberia, for it 
coincides with the Bicentennial era of 
America. Not only is the Liberian 
Constitution modeled on the American 
Constitution, but it was America’s 
dedication to the ideals of human freedom 
that made possible the establishment of the 
Liberian Republic. 


The 1977 100-dollar gold coin 
commemorates this historic anniversary. It 
is the first 100-dollar gold coin ever issued 
by Liberia. It is also the nation's largest gold 
coin, and the highest denomination coin 
Liberia has ever issued. And it is the first 
coin in the nation's history to honor the 
great statesman Joseph Jenkins Roberts, a 
Black American, born in Virginia, who was 
ultimately to become the first President of 
the Republic of Liberia. 


The obverse of the coin bears a sculptured 
portrait of President Roberts. The reverse 
features the Liberian national crest, which 
includes the motto, ‘The Love of Liberty 
Brought Us Here.” It also includes a 
symbolic representation of the American 
brig ‘“‘Elizabeth,’’ known to Liberians as 
“The Black Mayflower.”

The Federation of Malaysia is a sovereign 
and independent member of the 
Commonwealth of Nations. It is a 
parliamentary democracy, comprising 13 
different states, and is one of the most 
aaa countries on the continent of 
sia. 


In 1976 and again in 1977, the mint made 
available the 200 Ringgit gold coin. Proofs 
and Brilliant Uncirculated Specimens were 
made available to collectors. The obverse of 
both coins includes the coin’s denomination, 
year of issue, and the national coat of arms. 
The reverse of the 1976 coin was designed 
as a symbol of Malaysian unity, and as such 
honors the 14 official flags of the Federation 
of Malaysia. It is the world’s first 14-sided 
coin. Also on the reverse of the coin is an 
original portrait of Tun Abdul Rayak, 
national hero and a founding father of the 
Malaysian Federation. 


The 1977 coin features the Bajau Horsemen 
of Malaysia, who are among the most skilled 
in the entire world. Aristocratic and 
vigorous, these horsemen are such fine 
riders that they are known as the ‘Cowboys 
of Asia.’’ The horseman is portrayed sitting 
atop his horse, dressed in the traditional 
costume of the Bajau ‘‘cowboy.’’ The high 
turban wrapped many times around the 
head, the long coat buttoned from neck to 
knee, the jodhpurs tapered, and spear in 
hand. This coin also commemorates the 9th 
Southeast Asia Games which was held in 
Malaysia in 1977. As part of the reverse 
design, the coin bears the official insignia of 
the Games, 6. interlinking circles, 
representing the 6 original founding 
members of the Games. 


In addition to the 200 Ringgit gold coin, the 
Government issued two other coins as part 
of its Third Malaysian Plan 
Commemoratives, a 1 Ringgit and a 10 
Ringgit coin in a 3-piece proof set. All of 
these commemoratives are 14-sided coins. 
These later two proof coins were minted at 
The Franklin Mint, and the entire mintage 
was shipped to Malaysia. The circulation 
coins for these two commemoratives were 
struck in Malaysia. 


Also, in 1976, in Commemoration of the 
25th Anniversary of the Employees 
Provident Fund, three round coins were 
issued. The 250 Ringgit, the 1 Ringgit and 
the 25 Ringgit coins. The entire proof 
mintage was shipped to Malaysia; the 
circulation coins were struck in Malaysia. 
The Government made the proofs available 
singly, and in sets of 3.

The Netherlands Antilles, also known as the 
Dutch West Indies, consists of 6 islands — 


Aruba, Bonaire, Curacao, Saba, St. 
Eustatius and St. Maarten. The 1976 coins 
commemorate the Bicentennial of American 
Independence, and the fact that the Dutch 
West Indies was the first to formally honor 
the U.S. flag flying from the American naval 
vessel, the Andrew Doria, in 1776. 


The 1976, 200-Guilder gold coin is the first 
gold coin ever issued by the Netherlands 
Antilles. The reverse design portrays the 
Andrew Doria between two flags — the flag 
of the Netherlands and the ‘‘Grand Union”, 
America's first flag of independence. The 
obverse of the 1976 and 1977 coins bears 
the official portrait of HM. Queen Juliana of 
the Kingdom of the Netherlands, reflecting 
the status cf the Netherlands Antilles as an 
autonomous government within. the 
Kingdom. 


The 1976 coin was the first gold coin to bear 
the portrait of Queen Juliana, and the first 
eight-sided gold coin ever issued by any 
country outside the U.S. In both 1976 and 
1977, a sterling silver 25-Guilder coin 
bearing the same design as the 200-Guilder 
gold coin was issued.

Since 1975, 8 and 9-coin proof sets have 
been made available; the 9-coin sets include 
the 20 Balboas coin. The 3 highest 
denominations, the 1, 5, and 20 Balboas 
coins are minted in sterling silver. The 8- 
coin proof sets include all denominations 
from 1 Centesimo to 5 Balboas. In 1975, 8- 
coin uncirculated specimen sets (without 
silver) and individual sterling silver proofs of 
the 20-Balboas coin were made available. In 
1976, 2-coin proof sets consisting of the 20 
Balboas and 2-1/2 Centesimos coin, and the 
1 Balboa proof coin were sold. The 1976 
uncirculated specimen sets were available 
only in Panama. The following coins were 
also issued in 1976: the 100 Balboas gold 
coin, the 150 Balboas platinum coin, and the 
500 Balboas gold coin. 


The Franklin Mint also struck the 1970 5- 
Balboas coin commemorating the 11th

From 1971-1975, the 20-Balboas sterling 
silver coin was made available in proof and 
uncirculated specimens.

In 1975, Papua New Guinea became an 
independent nation and issued its first 
coinage. The designs on the coins portray 
the nation’s wildlife and symbols of the 
nation’s sovereignty.

The 100-Kina gold coin issued in 1975 was 
the first gold coin ever issued by Papua New 
Guinea and commemorated the attainment 
of independence on September 16, 1975. 
The obverse of the 1975 coin bears a 
portrait of the nation’s first Prime Minister, 
the Honourable Michael Somare. The 
reverse depicts the Bird of Paradise — the 
national symbol of Papua New Guinea — 
together with the 5 stars of the Southern 
Cross. 


The 1976 coin was the first modern 
monetary gold coin with a center hole, and 
commemorates the first anniversary of 
Papua New Guinea's independence. The 
reverse design includes both the Bird of 
Paradise national symbol and, around the 
center hole, a design of the traditional string 
of coins (when coins with center holes were 
strung on sticks or strings). The obverse

On October 24, 1977, in the Solomon 
Islands, 3 events of interest and importance 
to collectors took place on the same day. 
These events were in honor of the 
achievement of nationhood for the Solomon 
Islands. 


1) The Government of the Solomon Is- 
lands issued the first coinage of the 
new nation, 


2) The Government issued the first 
banknotes of the new nation, 


3) and at the same time, the Govern- 
ment issued new stamps honoring its 
first coins and banknotes. These spe- 
cial commemorative stamps bear the 
legend: ‘FIRST CURRENCY ISSUE”. 


To provide a record of these events, the 
Government issued a First Day of Issue Pre- 
sentation Set. This set consists of 5 Official 
Government First Day Covers. One cover 
contained a proof set of 6 coins, in denomi- 
nation from 1 cent to 1 dollar. One cover 
contained a proof of the sterling silver 5- 
dollar. The other 3 covers each contained 
one of the new banknotes. (A complete de- 
scription of these latter 3 covers can be 
found in the Monetary Covers section of this 
Guidebook.) 


Each of these covers bears a new commem- 
orative stamp created for the occasion. And 
each cover also bears a specially designed, 
“First Day of Issue’’ cancellation. Each 
cover also includes an integral Certificate of 
Authencity signed by J.G. Fg. Palfrey, Chair- 
man, Solomon Islands Monetary Authority. 
The complete set was housed in a display 
album. This is the only set of its kind ever 
issued by any government in the world.

TUNISIA 


The 10 coins struck for the Republic of 
Tunisia in 1969 bear designs related to that 
country’s 3,000-year history. Each coin has 
a legal tender value of 1 Dinar. Proof sets of 
these coins were first minted in Italy and 
distributed by Numismatica Italiana through 
its worldwide network of banks. The 
Franklin Mint was authorized to strike up to 
20,000 sets for American collectors — but 
actually distributed only 15,202 complete 
sets. By Tunisian government decree, the 
worldwide issue of Proof sets containing all 
ten coins was limited to a maximum of 
40,000 complete sets.

In 1922 the beautiful treasures buried in the tomb of the Pharaoh 
Tutankhamen more than 3,000 years ago were discovered. In 
November 1976, at the National Gallery of Art in Washington, D. C., 
many of these treasures were on special display in a public exhibition 
— the first in a series of exhibitions held in major art museums 
throughout the U. S., arranged through the courtesy of the Egyptian 
Museum, Egypt's national museum.

in the year 481, a great warrior named Clovis made history by uniting 
the French people, for the first time, into one kingdom and under one 
rule.

The collection is being minted in 
France, under authorization of a special panel consisting of six of 
France's most distinguished scholars, who are experts of 
international renown. 


The face of each medal bears a distinctive portrait of the French King 
commemorated, sculptured from the most trusted historical 
evidence and authenticated by one of the eminent scholars involved 
in making the selections. The reverse bears a sovereign emblem of 
the king that medal portrays. A symbol with which he signified his 
royal will, in his lifetime. This can take the form of his personal coat of 
arms, his seal, his signature, or some other appropriate element, 
depending upon the era in which he reigned. 


Each subscriber received a custom designed bound album that 
traces the lineage of the Royal Families of France, with spaces for 
inserting each medal in its proper historical sequence. A reference 
folder with each medal provides information on the monarch 
portrayed, and explains his symbol of sovereignty. These notes are 
being written especially for this collection by members of the 
selection panel, with the biographies prepared by historian Andre 
Castelot, and the heraldic references provided by Jean Metman, 
President of the Societe Heraldique.

From 1971 through 1974, The Franklin Mint produced Personalized 
Coins to order. One side of the coin was minted with the wording and 
design that the collector or sponsor chose. Often this took the form of 
family arms, monograms or portraits. The other side could also be of 
personal design but frequently used a stock design such as Gilroy 
Roberts’ portrait of Franklin.

Vincent van Gogh created some of the most powerful works of art of 
all time. He painted the world as he saw it, and in so doing, he 
revolutionized the concept of what a painting should be. Today, his 
masterpieces are treasured by the great museums of the world. 


To celebrate the 125th anniversary of his birth in 1978, a 
distinguished panel of leading scholars, authors and museum 
curators on Van Gogh's work, from his native Netherlands, selected 
12 of his greatest masterpieces for this collection of 12 fine art 
medals. The medals are sculptured in a different technique, one 
developed expressly to capture the unique artistry of Van Gogh.

This work of art, which has been called the most beautiful medal ever 
conceived, was a tribute to the Allied victory over Napoleon at the 
Battle of Waterloo in 1815. The medal was created by Benedetto 
Pistrucci, the famed Italian medallist. Pistrucci worked on the medal, 
which he regarded as his finest work, for 33 years, from 1817-1850. 
When he died, the work was technically unfinished, since it carried 
no inscription to specifically connect the medal with Waterloo. 


The face of the medal carries profile busts of the 4 sovereigns whose 
alliance overthrew Napoleon, the Prince Regent (later King George 
IV) of England, Francis || of Austria, Alexander | of Russia and 
Frederick William Ill of Prussia. The outer border provides an 
allegorical interpretation of the victory and of the peace which 
followed. The central motif on the reverse depicts 2 mounted 
horsemen galloping into action, urged on by the winged figure of 
Victory. The border composition represents the mythological battle 
of the giants in their assault on heaven. 


When this work was complete, the dies were considered so valuable, 
no one had the courage to harden them and risk damaging the 
sculpture. As a result, the original medal was never struck. Those 
original dies measure 5- 1/4” in diameter and to this day they have 
still not been hardened. Many years ago, John Pinches (Medallists) 
Ltd — the British affiliate of The Franklin Mint, was authorized to 
make 2 sets of electrotypes in soft copper from these dies. From one 
of these electrotypes, Pinches struck the medal in a 2-1/2" size. New 
dies were produced, and Pinches added the inscription 'Waterloo 
June 18, 1815’ on the edge of each medal. All specimens are serially 
numbered.

In May of 1927, Charles A. Lindbergh became the first human being 
ever to fly across the Atlantic alone. To honor the 50th Anniversary of 
this event, the Franklin Mint and its French affiliate, Le Medaillier 
S.A. of Paris, created this international commemorative. It consists of 
two separate medallic first day covers. Each cover combines a 32mm 
proof medal, in gold on sterling silver, with the official Lindbergh 
Flight Commemorative Stamp of the country of issue. Each cover 
bears the official First Day of Issue cancellation, and the entire 
double commemorative was issued in a collector's case. 


The American cover bears the official postmark of Roosevelt Field, 
New York, Lindbergh's actual take-off site. It bears the cancellation 
of May 20, 1977 — 50 years to the day after Lindbergh embarked on 
his flight. After the U. S. cancellation was applied, the American 
cover was flown overnight across the Atlantic to Paris. Here, it 
received a special arrival cancellation at Le Bourget Airport on May 
21, 1977 — the exact 50th Anniversary of Lindbergh's landing. The 
U. S. stamp on this cover portrays Lindbergh's plane, the Spirit of 
St. Louis,’ flying low over the Atlantic as the sun sets on its first day 
of flight. The proof medal bears a portrait of Lindbergh as he 
appeared when he made his flight, with the symbolic ‘Lone Eagle’ in 
the background. 


The French cover was officially postmarked at Le Bourget Airport in 
Paris, where Lindbergh completed his flight. It bears the cancellation 
of June 4, 1977, the date the Government of France chose to 
officially commemorate the 50th Anniversary flight. The French 
stamp on this cover depicts Lindbergh's plane crossing the Atlantic 
toward Paris. This stamp was cancelled on its first day of issue. The 
proof medal bears a close-up of Lindbergh's plane, the 'Spirit of St.

For 30 years, since the first Everest expedition, the mightiest of all 
mountains had resisted man's attempts to master it. So by 1953 Mt. 
Everest remained unconquered and unclimbed despite man's 
ambition to reach the top.

On January 20, 1977, America’s 39th President, Jimmy Carter took 
the oath of office in Washington, D. C. and began his term as 
President. In honor of this occasion, the Inaugural Committee, a non- 
political organization established pursuant to an Act of Congress, 
authorized the creation of the Official Inaugural Commemoratives. 
These are the only officially authorized commemoratives of the 
inauguration, and the only ones to bear the Presidential Seal. (See 
the Index for the full list of commemoratives.) 


For the first time in its history, the Inaugural Committee authorized 
the creation of a medallic-postal commemorative. This 
commemorative consists of a fine silver proof medal which bears the 
Official Inaugural Portrait of President Carter created by Julian 
Harris, one of America’s most distinguished sculptors. The reverse 
bears the Presidential Seal along with a special inaugural inscription. 
Included with the medal are three U. S. 13¢ stamps bearing the 
official Inaugural Day postmark — January 20, 1977. The three 
stamps are cancelled, respectively, in Washington, D. C. (the site of 
the inauguration), in Plains, Georgia (Jimmy Carter’s birthplace), and 
in Ceylon, Minnesota (Vice President Walter Mondale’s birthplace). 
The commemoratives were issued in a protective album.

Money—the spending kind—and stamps—the postage kind—are 
brought together in the form of monetary covers. Monetary covers 
were first produced at The Franklin Mint in 1973 and since that time 
they have included complete coin sets, individual commemoratives 
and gold—plus paper money.

On October 24, 1977, in the Solomon Islands, 3 events of particular 
interest and importance to collectors took place on the same day 
These events were in honor of the forthcoming achievement of 
nationhood for the Solomon Islands. (1) The Government of the 
Islands issued the first coinage of the new nation.

To provide a permanent record of these history-making events, the 
Government issued a first day of issue presentation set.

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Unlike medallic covers which are a comparatively recent 
development, philatelic covers date from the very first issue of 
government postage stamps, the Penny Black, on May 6, 1840. At 
first, philatelic covers were not widely collected. For that reason, 
early covers postmarked on the first day of issue are rare and have 
sometimes sold for thousands of dollars. Fortunately for most 
collectors, the collecting of first day covers became more widespread 
by the 1920's. Since the 1930's, philatelic and first day covers have 
usually included a cachet which supplements and adds interest to 
the stamp or postal use. A fascinating collection of these later issues 
can still be built at modest cost through the covers issued by The 
Franklin Philatelic Society and its international affiliates.

Throughout the year 1978, the 75th anniversary of the Wright 
Brother's flight, nations in every part of the world officially 
commemorated the history of aviation by issuing commemorative 
stamps.

In early February 1977, the 25th anniversary of the accession to the 
throne of H. M. Queen Elizabeth || was celebrated. This was the first 
time in the thousand-year history of the British Monarchy that a 
reigning queen has officially celebrated her Silver Jubilee.

Cosmonaut Alexei Leonov was the first man ever to walk in space, 
and was also the Soviet command pilot for the Apollo-Soyuz mission, 
which successfully linked an American and Soviet space ship. He is 
also an accomplished artist, and specializes in space exploration 
subjects. The 20th anniversary of the launching of the world's first 
earth satellite was celebrated on October 4, 1977. Alexei Leonov 
created six original works of art in commemoration of this 
anniversary, which appeared on six first day covers.

100 of the most important airlines, from all around the world 
authorized the minting of their official emblems in sterling silver, The 
emblems of airlines are in a very real sense the ‘heraldry of the air’. 
They are dramatic and proud symbols that are instantly recognized 
when displayed. Each emblem is minted with a full proof finish, so 
that each design is frosted and stands out in contrast to the polished 
background. The shape of these emblems is unusual; each is created 
in the style and shape of an airliner tail fin. So, the emblems appear 
as they would be seen on the planes themselves. 


The face of each emblem bears the official insignia of the airline it 
represents. The reverse carries the airline's official name, country 
and date of first service. Each of the 100 airlines received only its 
own individual silver, proof-like, emblems for distribution or 
purchase.

“| was always inspired by Da Vinci's overwhelming achievement in 
creating ‘The Last Supper’,” Fritz Weiland says, “and | knew the 
painting was gradually disappearing from the wall. | decided it would 
be a good thing to create ‘The Last Supper’ in metal, to make it 
permanent so it would never be lost to us. This interpretation of ‘The 
Last Supper’ was first conceived 50 years ago by the brilliant artist 
and engraver Fritz Weiland, and protected and preserved 
throughout a career of achievement.

Weiland worked from a reproduction of ‘The Last Supper’ that was 
unclear because the original work done by Leonardo in the 15th 
century was faded.

Cousteau has revealed to millions a world of fascinating creatures 
and breathtaking beauty beneath the sea.

The American Aviation Historical Society is dedicated to the 
preservation of aeronautical history and the encouragement of 
world-wide interest in aeronautics.

In mid-year, 1971, the Wellings Mint, in conjunction with the 
Canadian Post Office, offered a series of medallic first day covers for 
the commemorative stamps issued during the balance of the year. 
The British Columbia Centennial medal, which was combined with a 
first day cover postmarked July 20, 1971, was the first medallic first 
day cover to be offered in Canada. In 1972 a new series of medallic 
first day covers was offered which featured the 10 official Canada 
Post commemorative stamps purchased in selected post offices 
issued that year. Each cover bears the official first day of issue 
cancellation, and is postmarked at the designated post office of first 
issue. The design of the medal complements the theme of the stamp.

For years, U.S. silver dollars were used in Nevada on the 
gaming tables and in dollar slot machines, as well as for 


general monetary purposes. When these silver dollars 


started selling at premium prices in 1964 — asa result of 


rising silver prices and collector demand — Nevada gaming 


casinos found themselves in a difficult position. The 
“cartwheel'’ disappeared just about as fast as they were 
placed on the gaming tables. 


When it became apparent that the silver dollar problem was 


not going to solve itself, the Nevada Gaming Commission 
passed a regulation permitting the casinos, for the first time, 
to issue their own private dollar-denomination metal tokens. 


The Franklin Mint minted its first gaming tokens for Harrah's 
Casino in July 1965. During the years from 1965 through 
1969, The Franklin Mint produced a total of 267 Gaming 
Tokens issues, each bearing the name and trademark of a 
hotel, casino or race track in the U.S. or abroad. These 
tokens were minted in $5.00, $2.50, $2.00, $1.00, 50¢ and 
foreign denominations, in various metals and sizes. 


In 1965 and 1966, gaming tokens were issued only in the 
$1.00 denomination. In 1967, 50¢, $2 and $5 denomination 
gaming tokens were introduced. And in 1968, a $2.50 gaming 
token was introduced. With a new silver (or silverless) dollar 
on the horizon, The Franklin Mint discontinued producing 
gaming tokens at the end of 1969.

The great casinos of the world are palaces of fortune where millions 
are made and lost overnight. The most universally recognized 
symbols of the world’s great casinos are the chips which they issue 
regularly for play at their tables. Not as well-known, however, are the 
metal gaming coins that casinos often use for private play. Such 
gaming coins are distinctive, because they bear unique designs that 
capture the special character and mood of the casinos they 
represent. 


The mint has struck for the world’s great casinos, a number of 
privately-issued silver gaming coins. These silver coins are struck in 
circulation quality for use by the casinos. In addition, a limited 
number of proofs have been minted, generally for presentation by 
the casino to distinguished patrons and preferred clients. These 
individual proofs are not circulated and only a very limited number 
are minted for any one casino. They are extremely difficult to come 
by. 


With the permission of the individual casinos, the mint has 
assembled a collection of proofs of these sterling silver gaming coins. 
These proof sets offered by the mint to collectors comprise 25 
sterling silver gaming coins from as many leading casinos. Each 
gaming coin has an established face value, and is redeemable at the 
casino of issue. While the face value differs for each coin, the average 
face value is equivalent to $25 U.S. at 1978 exchange rates. 


Each official gaming coin bears an original design that symbolizes the 
casino issuing it. Not only are the designs of these coins different, but 
the shapes and sizes vary throughout the collection as well. Each 
coin is highlighted by its individual identifying mark created in the 
distinctive style of the issuing casino. 


The edge of each coin bears a unique reeding pattern, which 
distinguishes that casino'’s particular gaming coin for security 
purposes. A special presentation case was provided to each 
subscriber.

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CORONATION SCARAB OF THE 
PHARAOH TUTANKHAMEN

On a November day in 1922, the archaeological expedition headed by 
Howard Carter discovered the legendary tomb of the boy-king 
Tutankhamen. Within was a treasure house of riches, which had 
been buried for more than 3,000 years, hidden by the sands of the 
desert. Notable among the treasures is a scarab of deep-blue lapis 
lazuli and solid gold — the gold worked with a scene representing 
Tutankhamen’s coronation. It is one of the great treasures of ancient 
jewelry in the collection of the National Museum at Cairo, Egypt. 


This authentic re-creation is an official issue of the Egyptian Museum 
and is virtually identical to the original in the Museum's collection. 
The upper surface is a scarab of lapis lazuli, set in gold. Beneath the 
scarab is a base of solid 14KT gold, sculptured with a scene depicting 
the crowning of Tutankhamen by one god, while another god bestows 
upon him the gift of eternal life. Above Tutankhamen’s crowned head 
is the sun, flanked by two cobras — symbols of regal power. And 
below the three figures is a design of hieroglyphs, signifying: 
‘Adoration by all the people of united Upper and Lower Egypt.’ This 
scarab may well have been part of the actual coronation regalia worn 
by Tutankhamen, or it may have been created as a commemoration 
of his coronation, to accompany his spirit in the hereafter. 


This re-creation was made possible when the Egyptian Museum 
authorized the taking of castings directly from the Tutankhamen 
scarab. This work was done with the greatest of care, by highly 
skilled artisans who worked within the Egyptian Museum itself, with 
the assistance and cooperation of the Museum staff. The large lapis 
lazuli gemstones that form each scarab were carefully matched and 
fitted. 


The scarab was accompanied by an Egyptian-style rope chain of 
14KT gold. This single edition was limited to 1,000 pieces worldwide.

Often it was Peter Carl Faberge, goldsmith to 
the Russian Imperial Court, who was chosen to receive their 
commissions. And over the years, the works he created have become 
treasures prized by the world’s great museums and royal collections. 


Today, the grandson of this great artist, lgor Carl Faberge, carries on 
the family tradition in Geneva, creating custom-designed pieces of 
fine jewelry, exclusively by private commission, for prominent 
members of society.

In the days of Imperial Russia, the ruling Czars and their empresses 
turned to just one artist — Peter Carl Faberge’, to create luxurious 
jewelry and gem-laden gifts for members of the royal family. Works 
that often included an ingenious surprise. Today, the grandson of 
this great artist, Igor Carl Faberge’, carries on the tradition of his 
forebear. At his studio in Geneva, Switzerland, he designs custom 
jewelry and gifts for present-day European royalty and society. 


This creation by Igor Carl Faberge’ consists of a fanciful pear tree of 
sterling silver and vermeil (22KT gold electroplate on sterling silver). 
Hanging from the tree is a bird cage of 14KT gold, home of a jeweled 
partridge. The partridge is also crafted of 14KT gold and is 
embellished with three diamonds and six red rubies. The surprise is 
that the cage may be plucked from the tree and worn as a brooch.

The ancient city of Pompeii was totally destroyed nearly 2,000 years 
ago when the volcano of Mt. Vesuvius erupted. For centuries, the city 
lay buried and forgotten under tons of molten lava. Then, in 1748, 
the first excavation of Pompeii was begun. It was discovered that 
many of the city's greatest treasures had been preserved by volcanic 
ash 


Since that time, many precious relics have been uncovered from the 
ruins of Pompeii. One of the most fascinating is a gold bracelet of 
exceptional design. Apparently it had been brought to the wine cellar 
of a great villa in Boscoreale, near Pompeii, for safekeeping when 
Vesuvius erupted. It was protected from destruction, and has come 
down to us virtually intact after 20 centuries. 


The Louvre in Paris authorized the mint to produce an authentic re- 
creation of this gold bracelet. It was scrupuously re-created in 14KT 
gold, so that it was virtually identical to the original. Only 1500 of 
these bracelets were produced. The bracelet is composed of 
individual gold hemispheres, each pair joined by a gold link. 


Every feature of the re-creation is as close as possible to the original. 
The bracelet was studied in detail, with the advice and assistance of 
the staff of the Louvre. Each of the gold hemispheres was crafted, 
utilizing the traditional lost-wax process, often used by the artists of 
ancient times. Even slight differences from one hemisphere to 
another are clearly distinguishable. The bracelet is hallmarked with 
the symbol of the Louvre and the mint. The bracelet is suitable for 
daytime or evening wear, and its gold brilliance will mellow through 
the years.

In the service of the Royal Household in London, 7 elite Regiments of 
the Sovereign have for 3 centuries forged a proud record of gallantry 
and dedication. Heroic on the battlefield, their service is royally 
recognized. For Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth II is Colonel-in-Chief of 
all 7 Guards Regiments, an honor granted to few other British Army 
Regiments 


In tribute to their Colonel-in-Chief on the 25th anniversary of her 
coronation, The Household Division authorized the creation of a set 
of sterling silver presentation boxes signifying the bond between 
Regiments and Sovereign. The collection consists of 8 silver boxes — 
a box of oval shape for each of the Guards Regiments, and a single 
box of rectangular shape honoring H.M. The Queen. These 8 boxes 
are original works of art, designed expressly for this tribute, and 
worked in high-relief repousse. In the art of repousse, the silver is 
worked from the reverse side, literally ‘pushed forward” (repousse), 
to achieve unusually high perspective and quality of detail 


The repousse work on the lid of each oval box portrays an individual 
Guardsman in a distinctive uniform of his Regiment. To the 
Guardsman’s right appears the name of his Regiment. The opposite 
side bears the Regiment's official motto, if they have adopted one. A 
Border of ornate scrollwork bears the year in which the Regiment 
was formed and the official Regimental Badge. 


H.M. Queen Elizabeth II is portrayed on the rectangular silver box, 
the 8th work in the series. Mounted on horseback, she wears the 
uniform of the Colonel-in-Chief of the Grenadiers, the senior Foot 
Guards Regiment. Inscriptions in the scrollwork identifies H.M. The 
Queen, the year of the Coronation, and the official Badge and Motto 
of The Household Division. In addition, the border is worked in an 
elaborate sculptured motif, as were fine repousse boxes dating from 
the 17th century.

The Thomas Jefferson Grandfather Clock — the fine walnut long- 
case clock owned by our 3rd President and commissioned by him for 
his home, Monticello — is one of the great classics of American 
furniture. Jefferson was so proud of this magnificent clock, and 
prized it so highly among his possessions, that he kept it for years in 
his own bedroom. And the clock remained there until his death in 
1826. Today, this heirloom clock is one of the treasures of the 
Historical Society of Pennsylvania. For the first time, an authentic re- 
creation of this clock has been authorized by the Society. 


The wood in this re-creation is strong and richly grained, as was the 
American walnut used on the original clock. Master craftsmen have 
matched every fine curve and refinement of the original.

The early monetary notes of America were the first official paper 
money ever to be issued in the Western World. As a result of Britain's 
oppressive trade policies, coins were in short supply in the New 
World, yet the Colonies were forbidden to mint their own. They 
therefore resorted to the alternative of issuing paper money, which 
provided one of the earliest signs of the drive for independence 
almost 100 years later. 


The Bicentennial Council of the 13 Original States acquired a rare 
collection of 13 early American monetary notes, with one from each of 
the 13 original Colonies. On behalf of the official state Bicentennial 
Commissions whose representatives comprise its membership, the 
Council appointed the mint to create a complete collection portraying 
these notes in etched sterling silver. These 13 notes are completely 
accurate and authentic. The sizes and shapes vary, so as to conform 
to the sizes and shapes of the notes themselves. The misprints and 
errors incorporated in the notes to deter counterfeiting are also 
clearly etched in the sterling silver.

England's Victorian era was a time of creative excitement; an age rich 
with artistic imagination. When The D'Oyly Carte Opera Co 
introduced “H.MS. Pinafore’ by Gilbert and Sullivan, a standing 
room-only crowd cheered, and the new work was on its way to 
becoming a classic. To celebrate the 100th anniversary premier, The 
D'Oyly Carte Opera Co., London, commissioned the creation of this 
porcelain music box 


Music boxes originated more than 2,000 years ago, but it was in the 
19th century, and in England particularly, that the craftsmanship in 
creating such boxes was most fully appreciated. The collecting of 
music boxes became a favorite preoccupation of the wealthy. At the 
same time, the porcelain known as Parian was winning a reputation 
among collectors throughout Britain. Parian was named because of 
its resemblance to the marble found on the Greek Island of Paros. It 
originated in Victorian England and was treasured for its 
translucence and beauty 


This music box is crafted of Parian porcelain, with the sculptured 
relief of ivory Parian, set against an aqua background, the color of 
the sea. The sculpture on the music box cover portrays the lovers 
Josephine and Ralph. The box bears a detailed and continuous 
frieze, showing Sir Joseph Porter together with his sisters and his 
cousins and his aunts, and the jolly crew of the Pinafore all dancing. 


The cover can be removed to reveal a protective glass top which 
allows one to view the precision Swiss movement, custom-designed 
in Sainte-Croix, Switzerland, by Reuge, S.A. the world's foremost 
creator of music box movements. The melody of “‘Little Buttercup” 
evokes the memory of this beloved Gilbert and Sullivan operetta.

Throughout history, man has been fascinated by the heavens. To aid 
them in their quest, scientists sought an instrument that would 
illuminate space; they found it in the invention of the telescope. The 
Deutsches Museum, in Munich, Germany, the world’s largest 
museum of science and technology, chose this classic telescope as 
the inspiration for a work that was issued to mark the Museum's 75th 
anniversary in 1978. 


The first reflector telescope was built in England by Sir |lsaac Newton, 
but it was a complex device. Nearly a century passed before a 
practical model of the reflector telescope was created, which was the 
inspiration for this issue. This scientific instrument was created in 
England especially for this historic anniversary. It is a careful 
blending of traditional scientific craftsmanship, and modern 
technological advances.

The 82mm-diameter barrel is a brass cylinder, fitted with a 
detachable eyepiece.

This telescope incorporates the finest in modern optics, including an 
inner cylinder designed to reduce the reflective light and provide 
maximum clarity.

They are made of 
specially treated glass, carefully matched by hand, and hand- 
finished. They can magnify images up to 40 times with clarity and 
definition.
